3. Cotton textile mills intending to obtain allocation of 
imported raw cotton under this arrangement should approach 
the Cotton Corporation of India immediately indicating The 
quantity asked for. The Cotton Corporation after determining 
the actual quantity to be allocated in each case will issue 
‘No objection certificate in favour of the mill concerned, to 
enable the mill to apply for a direct import licence, for the 
import of raw cotton from Pakistan under the arrangements 
finalised by the Cotton Corporation of India. The application 
for import licence should be made to the regional licensing 
authority concerned in the form prescribed for the grant of 
imprest licences, as contained in Anne xure XV In Appendix 
10 of the Hand Book of Import-Export Procedures, 1981-82. 
The import licence will be subject to a suitable export o6li- 

ation which the licensee will be required to discharge by 

1st March, 1982. For the discharge of the export obligation, 
the licence-holder will be required to execute, before clearance 
of the first consignment against the licence, an export bond 
in the form prescribed in Appendix 23 of the Hand Book of 
Import-Export rocedurcs, 1981-82 supported by a bank qua- 
rantee for an amount equal to Rs. 500 per candy of raw 
cotton permitted for import. In the event of non-fulfilment of 
the export obligation within the stipulated period, this amount 
shall be liable to forfeiture, without, prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken against the licensee or any other 
person under the Imports & Exports Control Act and the 
orders issued thereunder. 

4. The import licence shall be subject to such other condi- 
tions as may be decided regarding the manner for import of 
raw cotton.

F. No. IPC/3/9/81. — Attention is invited to the import 
policy for 1981-82, published under the Department of Com- 
merce Public Notice No. 13-ITC(PN)/81 dated the 3rd April, 
1981 in terms of which import of raw cotton is canalised 
through Cotton Corporation of India. It has been laid down 
that the quantum of import of this item and the policy for 
distribution will be laid down by Government from time to 
time. 


5- As evidence of fulfilment of the export obligation and 
for redemption of bond, the licensee will be required to sub- 
mit the same documents a s arc to be produced for claiming 
import replenishment licences against the export under the im- 
port policy for Registered Exporters. The exports made in 
discharge ot the obligation will also be eligible for the benefit 
of import replenishment as admissible under the import policy 
for Registered Exporters. 

6. It has also been decided that a part of raw colton im- 
ported under the arrangements entered into by Cotton Cor- 
poration of India will be ma4e available to National Textile 
Corporation and such other agencies designated by Govern- 
ment for production of yam and for its supply to the hand- 
loom sector without an export obligation, in the manner fl" 
may be decided by Government,
